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indo-China: The Black Dawn 


Th ERE is an atmosphere of cyni- 
cism in Washington these days which 
hangs like a pall over the patriotic and 
thinking citizenry of this sensitive Capital 
City, and the reason for it is not difficult 
to understand. During the past several 
weeks the political stage has been pre- 
empted by as dismal 
a spectacle of petti- 
foggery and puerility 
as has debased the 
dignity of a great na- 
tion in many a year, 
while behind the cur- 
tain of these critical 
times, shunted to one 
side and all but ig- 
nored, a drama of 
profound importance 
to the future of the free world has been 
grimly and inexorably developing. 

As to the Army-McCarthy hearings, 
the less said about them at this late hour 
the better. The issues which precipitated 
the controversy were unimportant to begin 
with, and soon became pointless, yet they 
were paraded before the world ad infini- 
tum and ad nauseam, at a time when the 
world was parading before us a panorama 
of deep significance to our destiny, and 
it went virtually unheeded before our 
eyes. Whatever may be said for and 
against the Army-McCarthy hearings and 
the curious personalities involved in them, 
the basic tragedy of the controversy lay in 
the sorry spectacle we presented nakedly 
before the world, and in the diversion of 
the attention, not only of our nation’s 
leaders but of the people generally, from 
the serious problems, such as that in Indo- 
China, which should have commanded 
our most earnest consideration. We have 
been listening to the magpies, when we 
should have been watching the vultures. 

This is not to say that the Administra- 
tion itself has been neglectful of its re- 
sponsibilities in the crisis in Indo-China. 
Secretary Dulles and others have been 
working desperately around the clock in 
Geneva and elsewhere, trying to find some 
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solution to the most serious diplomatic 
problem which has plagued the free world 
since Munich. But they have been work- 
ing in a vacuum of almost futility and de- 
spair, with little real awareness among their 
own people at home of the gravity of their 
problem, and thus with little substantial 
ballast for the trial balloons they have re- 
leased in the troubled skies of diplomacy. 
Indo-China has been regarded loosely 
by our people as another Korea, when 
actually the two situations are different in 
more respects than they are comparable. 
Except for a common enemy, the prob- 
lems are dissimilar. Indeed, the dissimi- 
larities which we have not yet fully rec- 
ognized are responsible for much of the 
confusion in the minds of our people 
which has handicapped our diplomacy 
abroad; and the antics indulged in by our 
leaders on Capitol Hill has not been 
conducive to any public enlightenment on 
the serious problems which confront us. 
The Korean emergency was quickly 
grasped and easily understood by our 
people because it was precipitated 
abruptly by a frontal assault, much in the 
manner of Pearl Harbor, whereas the In- 
do-China crisis has been slow in the mak- 
ing. In Indo-China the menace has been 
a creeping and insidious thing, develop- 
ing like a cancer from the nuisance of a 
little colonial war into a malignant evil 
in the organism of the free world. The 
Korean War was primarily one of princi- 
ple, with the forces of freedom being 
compelled to take a stand against aggres- 
sion; but the stakes in Indo-China are not 
only ideological but materialistic, with a 
wealth of raw materials and the destiny of 
the governments of contiguous states 
hanging precariously in the balance. In 
Korea the conflict was confined to a mere 
fingertip of land on the extremity of a vast 
continent, but in Indo-China the struggle 
is not so geographically circumscribed. 
There are many points of difference be- 
tween the problems in Korea and Indo- 
China, and each instance of contrast 


serves only to emphasize the complexity 
and gravity of the Indo-China dilemma. 
It is developing into the most critical situ- 
ation which has yet confronted the post- 
war world, and the stake of free nations 
in its solution is inescapably the concern 
of the United States, for, since Korea, no 
one suffers the illusion that the free world 
means anything else than predominantly 
the U.S.A. In one way or another this 
little war, this jungle war, this war across 
the world, will become our own—unless 
some miracle of diplomacy can be con- 
trived to contain it where it is. 

Under the circumstances, there is a 
distressing need for the widest possible 
understanding among our people of the 
gravity of this problem. It is a problem 
which cannot cure itself, nor can it be 
solved by ourselves or others so long as 
inertia and confusion exist with respect 
to it. The Administration has the immedi- 
ate obligations to enlighten the people as 
to what policy should be pursued, and to

develop a bi-partisan support of such pol- 
icy in Congress; despite all the good ef- 
forts expended thus far on this serious 
problem, neither of these elementary obli- 
gations has yet been fulfilled. And there 
is an obligation on Capitol Hill, too—an 
obligation of statesmanship, that inde- 
structible element of leadership which 
presumably has survived even the enervat- 
ing trivia of recent experience. 

There is little disposition among re- 
sponsible leaders in Washington to allow 
Indo-China to become another Korea, in 
the sense of committing American land 
troops in large numbers to the conflict, if 
only because we have no nearby bases, as 
we had in Korea, from which to keep 
them supplied. The direction in which our 
diplomacy is taking us is toward the for- 
mation of an alliance of nations in South- 
east Asia, bulwarked by the support of 
the western world, designed to contain the 
Communist aggression within Indo-China, 
even if Indo-China itself should be lost. 
But whatever course we follow, that course 
must be made to succeed. For out of the 
night of this little war, far across the 
world, could come the black dawn of a 
fearful future for the free world, a dawn 
coming up like thunder out of China 
across the bay. 
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ties the past year, the 
State Fair Musicals have been the subject 
of feature articles in such leading national 
publications as This Week Magazine, 
Theatre Arts, People Today, Movies, Mo- 
tion Picture, Photoplay, Modern Screen 
and leading syndicated columns. And the 
musicals are constantly receiving requests 
for information from leading newspapers 
which we have considered far out of our 
territory. 

Our boxoffice records show that mail 
orders for the 1953 season were received 
from 23 states and 491 different cities. 
And that out of the 235,000 people who 
attended the 12-week season last year, 
more than 40 per cent were from out of 
the city. 

These facts are both gratifying and 
frightening to the musicals. For while 
they show that the quality of the produc- 
tions have paid off in national prestige for 
Dallas as well as dollars from out-of-town 
visitors, they indicate that perhaps the 
rest of the nation is more interested in the 
State Fair Musicals than the people of 
Dallas for whom primarily they are 
produced. 

Perhaps the growth of the musicals has 
been too steady to have created the excite- 
ment necessary to a great swell of civic 
pride. During the past 13 years they have 
evolved from an old-fashion operetta 
operation with adequate road-show casts 
to the most important theatrical move- 
ment outside of New York. Such stars as 
Jose Ferrer, Jack Carson, Joan Bennett, 
Debbie Reynolds and Arlene Dahl—not 
counting this year’s stars—would not have 
risked making their musical comedy 
debuts in Dallas had they not been as- 
sured of national attention and, more im- 
portant, a production of top Broadway 
calibre. 

Yet, while the nation watches Dallas 
and the State Fair Musicals, for some in- 
explainable reason, Dallas seems to be

blissfully unaware of what takes place in 
its own great theater, the State Fair Audi- 
torium. It is a frequent occurence, rather 
than an exception, when actors riding to 
the auditorium are asked by cab drivers 
what is going on out there. Hotel restau- 
rant and even department store employes 
seem to be unable to give out-of-town 
visitors the simplest information about the 
musicals. We spend money placing ads 
in the newspapers and other local publi- 
cations and the editorial pages give us 
their support, but so far we haven't 
reached the hearts and minds of the peo- 
ple who are so fiercely civic-minded in 
most things pertaining to Dallas. 

The State Fair Musicals belong to 
Dallas. Perhaps the phrase “non-profit” 
is too cold and impersonal to put across 
this truth but the fact remains that out of 
the $450,000 spent to produce the finest 
summer theatrical season possible, not 
one cent profits anyone but the citizens 
of Dallas. Any profit is put back into im- 
proving the quality of the musicals and 
any deficit is born by the State Fair Musi- 
cals, Inc. The musicals have never so- 
licited funds and they never will. But as 
their spokesman, we are soliciting the 
moral support of every Dallasite. 


Comparisons are never too good, but 
I would like briefly to outline what a 
visit to St. Louis is like during their sum- 
mer opera season. About one hour be- 
fore performance time, suddenly all 
streets leading to Forest Park, home of 
the St. Louis Municipal Opera, become 
one way to speed the crowds to the per- 
formance. Diners in all restaurants and 
hotels are asked if they are going to the 
performance and their service is speeded 
up to get them to the park on time. In 
short, the entire town is “geared” to the 
musicals. 

We do not expect the traffic department

Families Now Occupying 
Chamber Housing Units 


Crowns of Negro and white 
citizens swarmed over the Hamilton Park 
housing development this month to hear 
the dedication ceremonies and inspect 
homes already completed and sold. 

Fifty of 600 homes planned for the park 
were completed by dedication time and 
families listened to Dallas civic leaders 
speak hopefully of more homes in the 
future, then moved their belongings into 
the comfortable two and three-bedroom 
houses. 

The 173-acre tract located on Forest

Lane, just east of Central Expressway,: is 


the culmination of three years of labors 


on the part of the Dallas Citizens’ Inter; 
racial Association, headed by Dallas 
Chamber President Jerome K. Crossman. 

Land was purchased of funds advanced 
by the Hoblitzelle Foundation. The Inter- 
racial Association was formed after dual 
committees were named by the Dallas 
Citizens Council in May, 1950. 

The two committees reported the needs 
of the city for a new development where 
Negroes could buy homes at a reasonable

figure. They recommended the organiza- 
tion of the Dallas Citizens’ Interracial 
Association. 

Mr. Crossman was elected president of 
the new group and John E. Mitchell, Jr., 
and R. L. Thornton, Sr., were named 
vice presidents. The group also elected 
Louis Tobian, secretary; Ben H. Wooten, 
treasurer, and M. J. Norrell, executive sec- 
retary. 

Directors named by the group included 
Nathan Adams, Waller C. Boedeker, Fred 
F. Florence, S. J. Hay, John T. Higgin- 
botham, Sam W. Hudson, Jr., J. L. Lati- 
mer, Stanley Marcus, John W. Rice, R. D. 
Suddarth, Mr. Crossman, Mr. Mitchell, 
Mr. Thornton, Mr. Tobian and Mr.

The association recommended five de- 
velopments in the drive for proper hous- 
ing for Negroes. One of the recommenda- 
tions was for an area such as Hamilton 
Park. All the recommendations now have 
been completed or are in the development 
stages. 

Homes in Hamilton Park sell for $7,750 
(two bedrooms) and $8,950 (three bed- 
rooms). A shopping center, schools, park 
and various churches are planned for the 
future. 

The subdivision is being developed ac- 
cording to municipal standards with paved

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streets, water and sewer services and all 
utilities. 

Monthly payments on the homes range 
from $45 to $50 per month following a 
down payment of $650 to $900. Down 
payments are to be reduced shortly to 
allow more families to participate. 

Families formerly situated in the area 
south of Love Field now being evacuated 
to allow for airport expansion are being 
given first priority to buy in the new area. 

Work has begun on 60 more houses at 
the project. At the time of dedication, 70 
per cent of the new houses had been sold 
without any concentrated effort, Mr. 
Crossman announced. 

In dedication services Mr. Crossman 
presided. 

Mayor R. L. Thornton called the dedi- 
cation of the park “the dawn of a new 
day in Dallas. 

“A well-balanced city is one which 
serves all its people—whether in the down- 
town section with its big projects, in the

suburbs or in projects of this kind,” the 
Mayor said. 

Former Mayor J. B. Adoue, Jr., praised 
“men like Jerome Crossman and Karl 
Hoblitzelle who had this wonderful 
thought.” 

The former mayor and president of the 
National Bank of Commerce said the best 
part of the project was that it is not a 
charitable institution. 

“Here people pay their own way and 
buy their property like anyone else. The 
Lord helps those who help themselves,” 
Mr. Adoue said. 

Dr. L. G. Pinkston, Negro physician, 
delivered the invocation at the ceremony. 
Dr. Pinkston praised the members of the 
committee who “have planned so well and 
worked so diligently in bringing the open- 





ing to fruition to serve a segment of Dal- 
las citizens in family home life.” 

Karl Hoblitzelle said he hoped these 
hundreds of homes will be only the begin- 
ning. 

“I want to see thousands of new homes 
like this,” Mr. Hoblitzelle said. 

Fred F. Florence, another director of 
the association, said homeowners are bet- 
ter citizens. 

“And,” said Mr. Florence, “homeown- 
ers, as taxpayers, take more interest in 
their government — and more interest 
means better government.” 

R. A. Hester, Negro insurance man and 
grand chancellor for the Texas jurisdiction 
of Knights of Pythias, noted that the 
completed homes were of modest price, 
yet of magnificent appointments.

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Biss thirty years ago, the first air 
conditioning installation in Dallas set in 
motion a series of events that has made 
the city one of the most completely air- 
conditioned cities in the nation and one 
of the most important centers for a new 
industry. 

In 1924 the Palace Theater became the 
sixth motion picture house in the country 
that could boast about the comfort of an 
air-conditioned movie. 

A year later, Titche-Goettinger Com- 
pany found out that low temperature as 
well as low prices could be a potent force 
in luring customers. 

Today, as one of the nation’s most im- 
portant distribution points for air con- 
ditioning, Dallas is pioneering another 
development in standardizing sales prac- 
tices. The Dallas air conditioner industry, 
in cooperation with the Dallas Better Bus- 
iness Bureau, set a national pace in April 
with the development and adoption of 
standards for advertising and selling room 
air conditioners. 

The home air conditioning industry in 
Dallas recognized the necessity of taking 
steps to stabilize the advertising of the in- 
dustry’s products on a basis of accuracy 
and dependability. 

A committee of the Dallas Better Busi- 
ness Bureau representing the city’s air 
conditioner retailers and composed of 
Jack Blackburn, Hart Furniture Com- 
pany, as chairman; K. E. Herrmann, W. 
A. Green Company; Bud Aechternacht, 
Titche-Goettinger Company; Gene Chart- 
koff, Sanger Brothers, and L. E. Pietzker, 
Southern Company, met with Better Busi- 
ness representatives and drafted voluntary 
rules governing the advertising and sell- 
ing of home air conditioning equipment. 

These rules were subsequently submit- 
ted to a meeting of air conditioner distri- 
butors attended by some 20 of the city’s 
principal appliance distributors and fac- 
tory representatives. This group, as aware 
as the retailers of the necessity of restor- 
ing integrity and dependability to the 
advertising of the industry products, con- 
sidered the standards proposed by the 
retail committee and, with a few changes, 
approved them and suggested that they 
then go back to the retail committee for 
further action. 

At this meeting, a committee composed 
of J. J. Shea of Lone Star Wholesalers as 
chairman, W. C. Jones of the Medaris 
Company, Howard Lard of Carrier-Bock 
Corporation, and Glenn Manning of Mar-

lin Associates was appointed and author- 
ized to institute an advertising program 
designed to acquaint the public with the 
important factors to be considered in the 
purchase of home air conditioning equip- 
ment which would build greater public 
confidence in and acceptance of the in- 
dustry’s products and further assist in 
the elimination of abusive and confidence 
destroying practices. 

The retail committee approved the re- 
vised standards and authorized their sub- 
mission to the entire industry in the city. 
Subsequent adoption was announced last 
month. 

As reported in a front page story in 
Retailing Daily, national home furnish- 
ings newspaper, one of the misrepresenta- 
tions in advertising which the standards 
seek to eliminate is the use of the terms 
“1 ton,” “34 ton” and “4 ton” to desig- 
nate cooling capacities and the advertis- 
ing of brand name units “nailed to the 
floor” for baiting purposes. Manufactur- 
ers have generally indicated the sizes of 
their units in printed material supplied to 
dealers in terms of horsepower rating of 
the units’ compressors. Dealers have gen- 
erally converted such horsepower terms 
into tons to the point that the public has 
been educated on the basis of a misnomer, 
according to the Better Business Bureau. 

The standards adopted by the Dallas 
dealers and distributors point out that the 
size of a room air conditioner can be in- 


dicated only by the horsepower rating of 
the compressor and the cooling capacity 
only by British thermal units. But because 
different manufacturers have used differ- 
ent yardsticks of measurement, different 
brands of room air conditioners of the 
same size, as size has been indicated, pro- 
duce varying cooling capacities. Until a 
uniform standard is adopted by the man- 
ufacturing industry nationally, the terms 
“ton” and fractions thereof have no mean- 
ing. Therefore, they should not be used. 

Other misrepresentations found by the 
Better Business survey of the advertising 
and selling practices in Dallas preceding 
action by the committees: Claims of ficti- 
tious values for the units; the use of de- 
ceptive layouts which suggested that the 
low quoted prices applied to higher priced 
units; advertising of prices of models of 
past years without indicating that they 
were not current models; quoting well- 
known brand name items which were not 
available to customers who responded to 
the ads. 

Both dealer and distributor groups 
have pledged the full support and coop- 
eration of the industry in Dallas to the 
BBB in carrying out the program, thus 
putting Dallas in the position of being first 
in the nation to take constructive and 
positive action to safeguard the best in- 
terests of the public and to assure the 
fullest development of a comparatively 
new industry.

Improvements Planned 
At Hensley Field 


Government spending plans for Hens- 
ley Field in Dallas now total $1,689,098, 
it was disclosed after Air Force spokesmen 
announced plans to spend $1,130,098 on 
improvements. 

The Navy already had announced plans 
to spend $539,000 in construction for the 
Naval Air Station. 

The Air Force program calls for con- 
struction of a hangar at $676,000, air- 
craft apron, $199,080; supply and arma- 
ment storage, $142,800; paint, oil and 
dope, $4,050; motor service shop, 
$44,200, and engineer service, $70,928. 

The plans are part of a nation-wide 
$160,000,000 program to support the Air 
National Guard program in the 12-month 
period beginning July 1. 

The Navy program calls for $400,000 
to be spent on a 500-foot extension of the 
main runway at Hensley Field. This would 
increase the runway to 8,000 feet, extend- 
ing about 2,000 feet into Mountain Creek 
Lake. The remaining $139,000 would be 
spent for aircraft parking facilities.

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Warren 
Harding

ee 
L- pays to shake hands whether 
you're in the furniture business, an insur- 
ance salesman or just a politician like my- 
self,” is the homespun philosophy of 
Dallas County’s young treasurer, Warren 
G. Harding. 

At 29, Warren was the youngest person 
in the county’s history to be elected its 
treasurer. 

Powerful in frame — 6’ 1” and 215 
pounds — Warren gets a big kick out of 
“just being with folks.” 

Since taking office in January, 1951, 
Warren has initiated many reforms as 
county treasurer including the inaugura- 
tion of a more efficient accounting system, 
daily fund deposits, the use of armored 
truck service, a burglar alarm system and 
insurance on the money kept on hand. He 
also issues periodic financial reports. 

His department played a big part in the 
current winning of the annual six-star 
award. This trophy is presented to the 
outstanding county government within the 
area by the East Texas Chamber of Com- 
merce. Last fall Warren was further hon- 
ored by being elected president of ihe 
County Treasurers Association of Texas. 

Speaking of his office, he says, “I try to 
run it like a business.” Proof that the 
people of Dallas are well satisfied was 
given when he was elected to a second 
term last year without opposition. 

Born on a Collin County farm near 
Princeton, Texas, in 1921, Warren Glenn 
Harding was the youngest of six sons and 
one daughter. 

“I’ve never been a rich man as far as 
money goes, but I think I can appreciate 
more from the simpler things in life than 
some folks do with artificial luxuries,” 
Warren confides. His riches are the en- 
joyment of his family and friends. 

Warren actually is a “politician’s 
dream” —a kind of modern-day Abe 
Lincoln, even though he affirms he has no 
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WARREN HARDING 


higher ambitions than serving in his pres- 
ent capacity. In addition to possessing a 
magic name (although no kin to the forme: 
U. S. president), he is a boy who came 
from the farm to the big city, and started 
out selling newspapers to help pay his way 
through school. 

Warren received his early formal train- 
ing at James Bowie grade school and 
Adamson High. He began college at North 
Texas State, and was president of Talon, 
a local social fraternity. He later left 
school, and joined the Dallas Fire Depart- 
ment. Today Warren praises firemen 
highly, especially since he realizes the risks 
they take at each fire. He, himself, had a 
narrow escape from a burning roof which 
fell at a three-alarm fire he was fighting. 

During World War II, Warren served 
for three years as a first class petty officer. 
Afterward he signed up for pre-law train- 
ing at Southern Methodist University. On 
campus he served his fraternity, Delta Chi, 
as secretary-treasurer. In 1947 he left 
S.M.U. to join his brother, Roy Harding, 
as a partner in the retail furniture 
business. 

It wasn’t too long, however, until he de- 
cided to continue the law degree pursuit 
so he sold his furniture interests and took 
a job as clerk of the 101st District Court. 

As a family man, Warren soon dis- 
covered that working and going to school 
was a real challenge. Toward the end of 








1950, as an opportunist he decided to run 
for county treasurer, “still too young and 
naive to ever suppose I might lose.” 

Warren served as superintendent of the 
young people’s department at Davis Street 
Baptist before joining the Cliff Temple 
Baptist Church when he and his family 
moved to Oak Cliff. 

He is a member of the Masonic lodge, 
and of the Hella Temple Shrine. He is a 
32° Scottish Rite Mason and a past patron 
of the Order of the Eastern Star. He is a 
past secretary and now third vice president 
of the Dallas High Noon Club. Also, a 
member of the American Legion Post in 
Oak Cliff, the Dallas Agriculture Club, the 
Margaret B. Henderson Grade School 
Dad’s Club and the §.M.U. Alumni 
Association. 

Warren also serves as vice president of 
the Adamson High School Ex-Students 
Association, vice chairman of the Dallas 
Fire Prevention Council, and program 
chairman of the Oak Cliff Lions Club. He 
is a past president of the North Texas 
State College Alumni Association. 

While a director of the Dallas Chamber 
of Commerce, Warren’s fire prevention 
committee work received a first place 
national award among all Jaycee clubs in 
the nation. He also received second place 
recognition for public health. In addition, 
he is credited with having received several 
Jaycee state awards.

HE splendor of Dallas at the height of the horse and buggy era is reflected 

in this 1904 photograph of the interior of Fife and Miller’s Fine Vehicle 
House in Dallas. Rubber tires, leather tops, upholstered seats and side lamps 
represented the last word in equipment and luxury. In that era Dallas was the 
largest center of harness manufacture and vehicle distribution in the nation. 
Dallas economy was definitely tied to the horse in that period and in 1907 
Lindsley Waters, a Tennessee farm youth, came to Dallas and started a one 
man dairy which was also a one-horse distribution operation. Milkmen of that 
period delivered to the housewife in galvanized cans and poured long and short 
quarts into jars and pitchers. Young Waters pioneered a number of revolu- 
tionary sanitary innovations in Dallas. He constructed a sanitary milk barn, 
kept its floors scrubbed and its windows screened to keep out flies. Milkers 
were required to take a shower and put on clean uniforms before each milking. 
A milk room was installed where the milk was quickly cooled and bottled by 
machines which automatically capped and sealed sterilized bottles. About 
1920, Tennessee Dairies pioneered with a pasteurizing plant. Throughout the 
years the company has continued to expand and grow with the Dallas South- 
west. In August of 1952 the firm exchanged stock with Foremost Dairies, Inc., 
and Tennessee is now a subsidiary of this national group.
